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“Bombardment’ of Uranium Yields 
Substance Said To Be New Element 


ROME, June 4—@)—Discovery of 


a new element, known as “No. 93 
which was artificially created from 
uranium, was reported to the Italian 
Lincei Academy today by Senator Ma- 
rio Corbino, who saw in the accom- 
plishment evidence that the world will 
grow young again and its materials 
will be renewed. 

The discovery was made, he said, 
by Enrico Fermi, member of the acad- 
emy, through bombarding nuclei of 
uranium with nutrons. 

“Uranium after having absorbed 
neutrons converted itself rapidly 
through emission of electrons into an

Several years ago the professor 
placed 200 pennies in a can. A hun- 
dred of them were dated 1919 and 
the remainder 1920.

The 200 pennies were thoroughly 
mixed and one coin was drawn and 
its date recorded. It wae returned 
to the can, the pennies stirred, and 
another and then another coin drawn 
and the date recorded. This was done 
100,000 times.

WADLEY, Ga. June 4.—(/)— 
Judge Claude Pittman, of Carters- 
ville, tonight pictured éducation as a 
measuring stick that sets the stand- 
ards of a people. 

Addressing the graduating class of 
the Wadley High school, the north 
Georgia judge who is opposing Gover- 
nor Talmadge for renomination, said 
the laws of health, mvrality, honesty, 
sobriety, service and government and 
the ill effect of violating such laws 
must be taught through the schools. 

“Tax money spent for the educa- 
tion of our children pays a greater 
dividend than money spent in any 
other way.” 

Judge Pittman said his experience 
on the bench showed a. great majority 
of persons charged with law viola- 
tions have had poor educational ad- 
vantages and “it is far better to spend 
money on our schools in the training 
of our children than to spend money 
on our courts in an effort to make 
law-abiding citizens out of those who 
break the laws.” 

He said it was now too difficult 
for a poor boy or girl to receive a 
proper education and those difficul- 
ties should be removed by a “modern 
state-wide school system. The burden 
of educating our children should rest 


largely upon the. state as a whole 
rather than upon our local subdi- 
visions, 

“We cannot attain success except 
through trained minds, abiding faith | 
ourselves and untiring efforts to. 
perform the work that comes to our 
hands,” he said. 

Judge Pittmag said theré are no 
men or women who are wholly self- 
made. He said character is formed at 
home, at play and in the schools and 
the future of a life is so stamped in 
youth that the result almost can’ be 
predicted. 

“If a boy or girl leaves high school 
with honest and upright standards of 
living, as a fixed purpose. temptation 
will not shake them from that course.”

Since the 
war they have been carrying a bur- 
den of indebtedness amounting to ap- 
proximately 8,000,000,000 pounds 
($40,000,000,000), or 178 pounds 
($850) per head of their population, 
about one-fifth of which represents 
war loans made to allied governments. 

They have balanced their budget 
and even realized a surplus by the 
painful process of reducing expendi- 
ture and increasing taxation. 

For 15 years they have been pay- 
ing taxation on a scale for which it 
would be hard to find a parallel else- 
where. During the whole of this pe- 


riod the burden of taxation has been? 


higher in the United: Kingdom, and

This taxation amounting to close to 
one-quarter’ of the national income

PARIS. June 4.—(UP)—Any ges- 
ture by Washington which would 
“save face” for the French govern- 
ment might result in a “symbolic 
payment” on the French war debt to 
the United States on June 15, the 
United Press learned tonight from a

“Ndengei dwells in a mountain 
cave. When he moves, there is thun- 
der; and when he turns over, we have 
an earthquake!” 

“Where did this serpent god come 
from?” we ask the native, 

“He came from across the sea, in 
the form of a man; and there were 
others with him in a fleet of canoes. 
They settled on our’ islands with 
Ndengei as their chief. Now he has 
the form of a serpent, but he can 


make himself look like a man if he 


wants to.” 

According to the Fiji faith, there 
are spirits of the forests, and spirits 
of the waters. An old Fiji eustom 
is to dance on the beach in honor of 
the water spirits.

It is believed 
that each person has a spirit which 
will live after death, and that this 
spirit will do harm to its relatives if 
they do not show it due honor. 

Efforts to convert the natives to 
the Christian faith have been largely 
suecessful.

XIV—Today’s Challenge to Women. 


Practically every woman, whether 
she is rich or poor, is facing today 
a reduction in income. Sometimes I 
think the most troubled people I know 
are the very rich, especially many of 
them who have grown up in idle ‘lux- 
ury. 
it was to deny themselves anything 
that they really wanted, and now 
they have to learn to do it cheerfully 
and without a feeling of martyrdom. 

Their fathers and husbands have 
always been able to give them not 
only what they needed, but many 
pleasant things which seemed neces- 
sary to those who had really nothing 
to do, and who therefore felt they 
must have many luxuries in order to 
provide variety in what would other- 
wise be very dull existences. 

If a maid has always answered a 
bell when you rang, if you have never 
sewed except to give your idle hands 
some occupation, it is somewhat dis- 
concerting to find that you have to 
wait on yourself and that your sew- 
ing must serve some useful purpose 
such as mending a frock or darning 
your stockings. 

I have a theory that the people who 
have had a great deal and who have 
the right kind of stuff in them, are 
the ones who most readily adjust 
themselves to doing without certain 
material things. This theory, how- 
ever, only holds good where the peo- 
ple have had sometime in their lives 
an opportunity to live simply so that 
they have made the discovery that 
the luxuries of life are not really es- 
sential to happiness. 

These women who have lived in 
this luxurious fashion, and who do 
not have back of them at least the 
traditions of early ancestors who had 
elucation and some appreciation of 
the value of mental qualities, and yet 
who disciplined themselves and were 
inured to hardships, are frightened 
today and are making their husbands 
and fathers feel that because they 
have lost the ability to give them as 
much materially, they have ceased to 


They have never known what} } 


be successful. Sometimes they do not 
even seem to realize that the men are 
as bewildered and as lost as they 
are. 


The men have likewise grown de- 
pendent upon their pleasures, per 
aps not quite to the same ertent. 
but still it is a rude change for them 
also. They, too, have gauged their 
success on how much money they 
could make. Therefore between such 
husbands and wives there arises the 
specter of failure. 


Sometimes I think these are the 
most pathetic people in the world. 
Even love is uncertain satisfaction 
with them, for to grow, love must 
really give. When giving is too eas) 
or is purely a matter of giving mate- 
rial things, it ceases to bring real 
happiness. 

Two people must really do things 
for each other and when things are 
done entirely by paid attendants, love 
is very apt to fade out of the rela- 
tionship, The only thing that re- 
mains is the satisfaction of their mu- 
tual comfort, and that is not much 
foundation for happiness just now 
since they realize that any day they 
may lose all these comforts and pleas- 
ures. They have nothing re perma- 
nent to fall back uffénh. 

All this is made doubly difficult be- 
cause these women, never having 
learned how to work, are suddenly 
faced with the fact that they have 
no idea of how to take care of them- 
selves. The mere thought that their 
husbands’ earning power is cut down 
and may vanish entirely and their 
heretofore assured income’ may melt 
into thin air, fills them with appre- 
hension. Instead of being helpful, the 
womans own unhappiness and fear 
makes her add to the man’s fears. 
thereby leaving the man less capable 
of meeting his difficulties.

That amount will go to the United 
States as a result of the draw even 
though not a horse whose name was 
was drawn places in the historic race 
at Epsom Downs Wednesday. : 

Each one of these tickets carries 
with it a sweepstake prize of 514 
pounds sterling ($2,570). 

However, two Americans were for- 
tunate enough to draw tickets on the 
favorite horse, Colombo. Persons 
who hold tickets on the winner will 
be paid $150,000. 

The golden drum which whirled out 
the names of the ticket holders and 
their horses epun today at the fastest 
pace in the history of the Hospital 
sweepstakes, with the result that 
1,278 horse prizes were drawn. 

Six of them went to South Amert- 
ca and 45 to Canada. In the west- 
ern world, the only tickets held on 
Colombo were drawn by two New 
York men.
